WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Attorney 
General Mitchell today selected Seth 
W. Richardson, an assistant, to in­ 
vestigate charges that large oil com­ 
panies were attempting to obtain 
Colorado oil shale lands from the 
government Illegally . 
The investigation w-as asked by 
Secretary Wilbur 
Ralph

The condition of Gordon Winkler, 
25, of Warrensburg, who was thrown 
from a Ford roadster as it collided 
with a Ford coupe driven by Mr.

ment of $550,000 for seed and ferti­ 
lizer loans on 1930 crops to farm­ 
ers in Alabama, Oklahoma Virginia 
and Missouri was announced today 
by the department agriculture. 
The funds are part of the unex­ 
pended balance of a $6,000,000 ap­ 
propriation made last 
March 
for 
storm, flood and drought relief in 
15 states. 
The states to benefit are consid­ 
ered by the department to be the 
only four of the drought states in 
which crops for pasture and feed 
could be planted and harvested this 
y ear. 
The applications for loans must 
be backed by farm ers’ promissory 
notes together with a mortgage on 
the crop to be planted. 
Also, the applications will require 
the approval of a county committee 
created for the administration of 
the $6,000,000 relief act. 
To 
date, 
2,000 
applications for 
loans have been received and as 
many more are expected by Oc­ 
tober 15, the close day on which 
applications will be received. 
G. L. Hoffman, in charge of the 
farm ers’ seed loan office, said 1.- 
732 applications for loans already 
had 
been 
approved 
in 
the 
four 
states. 
In Jklissouri 325 loans have been 
approved totaling $16,469.

^ Oil working with the United States 
,c i ( (iniiiiission to Peru. 
i ioi dictator to Peru, efficient as he 


was, wished to obtain the benefit of this 
officer’s expert knowledge in developing 
one branch of the country ’s fighting serv­ 
ices. 
Now the dictator has been crossed 
out and his 
appointee, 
whom 
he had 
made a captain in the Peruvian navy, was 
put under arrest. 
Grow has been called a “ mercenary ” 
by the leader of the revolution and has 
ordered the American held for court mar­ 
tial. 
The specific charge is that he was 
preparing to bomb a city, then in the 
revolutionists’ 
hands, 
on 
orders 
from 
President Leguia. 
Regardless of the justice of the accusa­ 
tion, the 
revolutionists 
look 
upon this 
American citizen as a part of the Leguia 
regime and therefore an active enemy . 
Since this country assumes ‘the responsi­ 
bility for the safety of its citizens abroad 
it should see that men in Lieut. Comman­ 
der Grow’s position are not allowed to 
take such posts. 
The mercenary soldier 
has no place in our best tradition. 
Neither is the practice of lending naval 
missions. 
Such a sy stem is an undesir­ 
able form of international cooperation, a 
situation that throws the government di­ 
rectly in the path of a charge of imperial­ 
ism.

HAVING MONEY, AND USING IT 
Daniel Guggenheim, whose death ends 
a notable career in business and philan­ 
thropy , accomplished in the copper indus­ 
try what J ohn D. Rockefeller did in oil. 
At one time he and his brothers controlled 
approximately one-half of the copper out­ 
put of the United States, and in the for­ 
mative y ears of Guggenheim control there 
■was a public agitation against this near­ 
monopoly quite similar to that directed 
against the 
Rockefellers, 
say s 
the St. 
Louis Star. 
It is rather curious that with his active 
life devcj^ed so completely to copper, the 
only entries in Mr. Guggenheim’s self­ 
written sketch in Who’s Who should be: 
“ Buy er for commercial house, in Switzer­ 
land, 18 7 3-7 4; now member firm Guggen­ 
heim 
Brothers. 
Donor 
of 
$2,500,000 
Daniel Guggenheim Fund for promotion 
of aviation, 19 26 .” 
This suggests that in Mr. Guggenheim’s 
own mind, his gift to aeronautcal research 
came ahead of business. 
Certainly this 
and other philanthropies have made the 
use of the Guggenheim millions bulk lar­ 
ger in the public ey e than their acquisi­ 
tion did. 
Concentrated 
private 
wealth, 
administered for the good of society , can 
achieve results utterly impossible under 
the taxing power of a democratic govern­ 
ment, and 
impossible 
where 
wealth is 
equally distributed. 
It is those who pos­ 
sess great wealth with no sense of the ob­ 
ligation it entails, and not the Guggen- 
heims, w^ho bring it into disrepute.

OFFICIAL RACKETEERS 
The Baltimore Sun points out, in a re­ 
cent editorial, that one of the reasons for 
our failure in handling crime is the char­ 
acter, or lack of it, of many politically - 
minded judges and prosecutors. 
“ Obvi­ 
ously, much remains to be done to mod­ 
ernize legal concepts, 
court 
machinery 
and procedures,” 
say s 
the 
Sun. 
“ But 
. 
. 
. 
the most important check on the 
crime industry is not a matter of court 
practice at all, but some assurance that 
the prosecutor, who makes the prelimin­ 
ary investigation, or the judge who con­ 
sents to the bail bond or the postpone­ 
ment, is not just another racketeer.” 
This side of the crime problem has been 
given a new interest by the recent aston­ 
ishing exposures of the apparent “ sale” of 
magistrates’ seats in New York. Undoubt­ 
edly , the vast majority of judges and 
prosecutors are honest and incorruptible. 
But one high official, by making political 
bargains or 
forming 
affiliations 
with 
criminals for one reason or another, can 
defeat justice. 
Neither corruption .and dishonesty in 
high circles nor crime in the underworld 
will be remedied by the passage of more 
legislation which 
simply 
restricts the 
rights and privileges of law-abiding citi­ 
zens.

The nam e of the new town was 
quite a puzzle, and gav e our family 
great pleasure in its selection. Our 
father and m other decided to name 
it for my sister, laughingly saying 
to me, “Bet, we once nam ed a flat 
boat for you. and w*e w*ill name the 
tow*n for your sister.” H er pet namr 
was “Sed,” so they called the tow*n 
"Sedv ille.” Often my sister and I 
would accom pany our father on his 
business trips to St. Louis in the 
interest 
of 
the 
Pacific 
railroad. 
There our father 
had 
delightful 
friends, and among them w*as Mr. 
Josiah Dent. He became v ery much 
interested in the new* tow*n and in 
its name. The “v ille” was decidedly 
objectionable, 
as it did not com­ 
port with the large and flourishing 
city of his dream s. Mr. Dent sug­ 
gested the term ination “alia” in its 
place, and this so delighted him 
that it w*as at once accepted. Since 
then the tow*n has been called Seda­ 
lia.

His own penchant for hard w'ork 
had m ore than a little to do with 
his death. 
In addition to his work 
ill “Sons O’ Guns” he operated a 
dancing school ju st off Broadway 
and (lid m agazine w riting which had 
begun to win him a reputation out­ 
side the theatre. 
He had also en­ 
tered, only a few m onths ago, the 
field of theatrical productions and 
was 
co-sponsor of a 
play, 
“Lost 
Sheep, 
w’hich had 
a fairly success­ 
ful Broadw'ay run and is now play- 
ing in Chicago. , 
It w as eighteen years ago tha t 
Broadway first saw him In a melo­ 
dram a called “The W om an H aters.” 
Two years la ter the m an w'ho used 
to hav e them rolling in the aisles 
in v audev ille theatres was walk ing 
on in a small part in the Xiegfeld 
Follies. 
Stardom cam e to him there and 
his hapid-fire dialogue, punctuating 
the pa tte r of his dance, w'as carried 
into two successiv e Ziegfeld shows.

Miller in “Sunny” and “Rosalie.” 
His nam e w'as in the lights alone 
W’hen “Sons O’ Guns’” opened last 
year. 
It was the pinnacle of success 
for the boy w'ho had laid the foun­ 
dations of his career In a buck -and- 
w’ing on the streets of Charleston, 
not far from Boston. His first stage 
appearance, at the age of fourteen,

Alice 
Stew'art, who surv iv es

daughters. 
Donahue, the big Irishm an who 
nev er took a dancing lesson In his 
life, had 
been called one of the

self-taught 
hoofers. 
The 
rythm of his 
toes 
was music and his broad shoulders 
swayed ov er his pattering feet as 
he shot his own gags at the peo­ 
ple out front. 
Out of his fund of 
natural w it he found m aterial for 
authorishp, w'riting a m agazine au­ 
tobiography which he called “Let­ 
ters from a Hoofer to His Ma.” 
and contributing frequent hilarious 
memoirs. 
His friends had k nown tha t he 
was seriously ill, despite his pro­ 
tests tha t his sick ness w'as nothing 
to worry about, and his death was 
not a surprise to them.
